A legal dispute hsiween Hewson 
and Firebird over who is entitled 
to release the work of Andrew 
Brayhrook has ted to ttie release 
of the ace programmer's latest 
game, Morpheus, being halted. 

The row began when 
Braybrook's company 
Graftgoid, who had hitherto 
exclusively produced software 
for the Hewson label, signed a 
hcensing agreement with 
Fifebird to write product solely 
for them. The dispute is 
understood to centre around 
Morpheus and another 
Graftgold-written game, 
Magnatwn. Hewson haue been 
publicising both titles, and 
indeed copies of Morpheus 



were actually being sent out for 
review wfien an injunction is 
understood to have been taken 
out by Firebird, legally 
forbidding Hewson from 
publishing the game. 

Both sides also appear to 
tiave agreed not to speak 
publicly about the row. When 
contacted about the matter 
neitherFirebird's Paula Byrne 
nor Hewson boss Andrew 
Hewson were prepared to 
comment on the case, though 
Hewson did confirm that the 
dispute centres around 'the 
e)rtent to which an exclusive 
licence existed" between 
Hewson and Braybrook's 
company.
